LOCAL HAPPENINGS. 


Hankins Found Guilty of 
Manslaughter. 


A GOYEKNMENT CLAIM IE C0BET. 


A Banquet Attended by the W rong 
Persons—An Unrewarded 
W atcher. 


The argument in the case of Eraetas 
Hankins, charged with the morder of 
Wm. EverBon, commenced at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning in Judge Cheney’s 
court. 
The counsel for each side occu­ 
pied three and a half hours in discuss­ 
ing the evidence aa viewed from their 
different standpoints, and the case was 
not given to the jury until a late hour in 
the afternoon. 
The jury was out over 
two and a half hours, and it began to 
appear as if an agreement would not be 
reached, when it was announced that a 
conclusion had been agreed to. 
The 
verdict of the jury was manelaughter. 
Hankins waived time, and will appear 
for sentence this morning. His wife was 
much affected by the verdict. 


COUKT MATTfiBS. 


A n I n t e r e a t l n g C la im o n B e l a a l f o f 
th e G o v e r n m e n t . 
Judge O’Melveny yesterday issued a 
decree of divorce to Mrs. Brown, in the 
case of Brown vs. Brown, on the grounds 
of cruelty. 
The evidence taken by 
Court Commissioner 
Baxter 
covered 
many pages, and recited in detail the 
woes of the wife from the time of her 
marriage, on the 22d of AuguBt, 1885. to 
the time of their separation. 
The ver­ 
dict also included a division of property 
of considerable value. 
Briggs vs. Briggs, a real estate suit of 
considerable 
complication, 
engrossed 
most of tbe time in Judge Hutton’s 
court yesterday, the testimony of a num­ 
ber of witnesses being taken in full by a 
shorthand reporter. 
The final account in the estate of 
Philip Lauth was presented for settle­ 
ment in Department 3 of the Superior 
Court yesterday, but as United States 
District Attorney 
Denis presented a 
claim for $8,500 against the estate, some 
difficulty was encountered in the settle­ 
ment. The claim of the Government is 
based on security the deceased went, be­ 
fore his demise, for one Thomas W. 
Stackpole. Stackpole contracted to sup­ 
ply the Government 4,000,000 pounds of 
barley at 85 cents per hundred, and 
for the faithful, performance of his 
contract 
had 
to 
give 
suffi­ 
cient bond to secure the Government 
for any extra amount it might be com­ 
pelled to pay for the grain, in the event 
of his failure to furnish the barley. 
Lanth went on bis bond for $8,500, and 
it appears that other dealers knowing of 
Stackpole’s contract, cornered the mar­ 
ket before he was aware of it and made 
it impossible for him to fill his contract at 
the same price; therefore the Govern­ 
ment was compelled to go into the open 
market for its supplies, and it claims to 
have lost $20,000 thereby. Philip Lauth 
was held responsible for the amount of 
his endorsement, but dying before a set­ 
tlement was reached the estate is sued 
for tbe amount by tbe United States Dis­ 
trict 
Attorney. 
Lauth’s widow and 
10-year-old child live in this city. Stack­ 
pole, the contractor, is running the Rail­ 
road Hotel at Lathrop. 


A MISSED BANQUET.

A very queer proceeding which is af­ 
fording some amusement to the newspa­ 
per men came to light yesterday and 
happened last week. It sometimes hap­ 
pens that newspaper men are invited to 
banquets, especially when new hotels, 
restaurants or cafés are opened to the 
public. Such an event happened last 
week and the proprietor of the café de­ 
cided to invite the representatives of the 
newspapers to a grand feast. Unfortu­

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THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


Important Meeting of the 
Board of Health. 


»R. REESE FOR HEALTH OFFICER. 


The Police Force as It Will Be. 
Delinqtent Personal Prop­ 
erty Taxes. 


The Board of H ealth m et in Mayor 
Bryson’s chambers yesterday at 2 p. m. 
The new regulations having gone into 
effect, Police Officer Lenox was stationed 
at the door with orders not to adm it any­ 
one except members of the Board and 
representatives ef the press. There was. 
however, a constant stream of callers 
who desired to see the Mayor, and the 
policeman was kept busy bobbing in and 
oat with messages for H is Honor from 
persons who desired interviews. 
Previous to calling the Board to order 
Mayor Bryson gave his private ear to a 
num ber of gentlemen who came to consult 
w ith him presumably on State subjects, 
H e talked to a man now in this corner 
and now in that, and it seemed as though 
he was not to be given an opportunity to 
join the rest of the H ealth Board and 
get down to the business of the after­ 
noon. 
But by and by he succeeded in 
getting the chambers cleared of all in­ 
truders and the meeting proceeded. All 
the members were present, and at the 
instance of the Mayor, Clerk Kubel lost 
no tim e in laying before the Board the 
unfinished business in hand. 
The first m atter acted upon was the 
petition of O. A. Moore, of East Los An­ 
geles, for the privilege of locating a 
cesspool nnder the sidewalk at 609 Dow­ 
ney avenue. 
Upon the recommendation 
of the H ealth Officer, the petition was 
denied, as there is no sewer connection. 
The contract with John Farrell for re­ 
moving dead animals was approved 
In the m atter of the petition fo- ex­ 
tending the lim its of the territo 
in 
which the keeping of cows is res4 
ced 
to two to each householder, it ws 
rec­ 
ommended to the Citv Council that the 
ordinance be amended so as to embrace 
all the territory bounded on the north 
by College street, on the east by Alame­ 
da, on the sonth by Washington and on 
the west by Figueroa. The present or­ 
dinance prescribes only the territory in­ 
cluded between Main, Pearl, Temple and 
Sixth streets. 
The petition presented 
had for its immediate object the abate­ 
m ent of a nuisance created by a cow- 
yard at Second and Pearl streets. 
A number of bills were audited and 
allowed. 
Assistant H ealth Officer C. M. H ay­ 
den, who had been specially appointed 
as inspector of meats and slaughter­ 
houses for the term of forty-five dayB, 
was allowed full pay for his services at 
the rate of $2 50 a day, and his office die 
continued, the markets being pronounced 
free of infected meats. 
It waB decided to retain Sanitary In 
spector Dolantv in office, for efficient 
and necessary services performed. 
The im portant business of the day 
having been reached, namely, that of 
nominating a H ealth Officer and the Po­ 
lice Surgeon for the ensuing year, Dr. 
Reese withdrew, and nominations were 
declared in order. 
Dr. Bryant presented the name of Dr. 
L. S. Thompson and gave a high testi­ 
monial to the gentlem an’s professional 
ability and standing and his meritorious 
services as Assistant H ealth Officer dur­ 
ing the smallpox epidemic of two years 
ago. 
He believed the city needed a 
H ealth Officer who would “ get out and 
rustle” and who would from time to 
tim e furnish sanitary reports that had 
some information about them, and by 
which the Board and the public would 
profit. 
He believed Dr. Thompson pos­ 
sessed these qualifications ; he was in fa­ 
vor of rotation in office, especially as he 
thought the present incumbent, although 
a very good m an, failed to a great extent 
in repressing the spread of smallpox 
when it was m this city. 
Mr. Hnm phreys spoke very favorabl y 
of both Dr. Thompson and Dr. Reese, 
stoutly upholding the record of the latter. 
Mayor Bryson believed Dr. Thompson 
to be a very capable man for the place, 
but the fact of his being interested in a 
drag store, disqualified him in his view, 
and besides he heartily endorsed the 
record of Dr. Reese, and would 
vote 
for him again. 
Mr. Hum phreys stated that it had 
been hinted to him that Dr. Thompson 
was not a registered physician, but he 
discredited the report. 
Dr. Bryant stated that Dr. Thompson 
was a registered physician, but that Dr. 
Reese was not a registered voter of Los 
Angeles, and th at he owed allegiance to 
Ban Diego. 
Mayor Bryson dissented from this 
charge, and claimed to have knowledge 
th at Dr. Reese is a voter of Los Angeles. 
Mr. Bhafer stated that he had been 
told th at Dr. Reese claimed residence in 
San Diego county, because he was prov­ 
ing up ou Government land there, but 
he placed no confidence in the rumor. 
Mr. K uhrts said he waa sorry that ho 
could not vote for both men, as he knew 
each of them to be eminently worthy of 
the place. 
But in View of Dr. Reese’s 
satisfactory services, he felt obliged to 
support him for re-election. 
A vote was taken and stood 4 for Dr. 
Reese and 1 for Thompson. 
The nomination of a Police Surgeon be­ 
ing next in order, Mr. Humphreys 
named Dr. Choate for re-election. 
Mr. Shafer, without reflecting on the 
present incumbent, proposed the name 
of Dr. Wm. Dodge and warmly recom­ 
mended him for the place. 
Mr. Kuhrts said Dr. Choate needed no 
better recommendation than his record. 
Every man on the police force, and every 
patient ever treated by Dr. Choate, 
would 
say that he was the 
most 
courteous, 
most 
efficient and most 
punctual surgeon that ever officiated at 
the Police Station. 
Mayor Bryson heartily concurred in 
this statem ent. 
The vote was: Bryson, H umphreys 
and K uhrts for C hoate; Shafer and 
Bryant for Dodge. 
The Board then adjourned.

PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


W h r T here la 
L a r ft a D elin ­ 
q u en t T a x L.lo«. 
There is on the delinquent books of the 
City Tax Collector, a list, am ounting to 
about $4,000 on personal property. There 
is a question as to w hether the city can 
collect this, for the same property has 
paid its taxes once, bnt at a smaller rate 
than was fixed by the Council. The 
collection oi taxes on personal property 
was commenced before the Council had 
fixed the rate of the tax levy, and at 
that time it was not supposed the rate 
would be more than $1.30 on each $100. 
Acting on this supposition the City Asses­ 
sor, in collecting taxes on personal prop­ 
erty not secured by real estate, collected 
only that amount. W hen the Council fixed 
the rate of $1.50 all of the present prop­ 
erty tax had been collected, except that 
secured by real estate, and at a later 
meeting of the Council the Assessor was 
directed to charge all the parties from 
whom he had collected $1.30 with the 
difference, or 20 cents. This was done, 
and it was expected that the people 
would come forward and pay the differ- 
once, but so far they have not, and the 
consequence is that they are charged as 
delinquent in various amounts, in all 
footing up to $4,000. Those whose per­ 
sonal property waa secured by real estate 
and had to pay at the rate of $1.50 are 
anxious that the people shonld be made 
to pay the 20 cents, and the question as 
to w hether this can be done will prob­ 
ably be considered by the City Attorney. 


A CLEAN SWEEP. 


A Letter T h a t W asn't S igned by 
J u stice A u stin . 
Louis T. Jacobs, a colored politician, 
who, like all the rest of his class, is a 
“ prominent” one, was arrested yester­ 
day on the charge of forgery. The case 
is a peculiar and rather au amusing one. 
Like the others of his kind, Jacobs has 
been much concerned in mind for some 
time over the new places which were to 
be filled. The particular fat office which 
he had picked out for himself was that 
of janitor to the City H all, and for the 
past week or two he has been pulling all 
the wires within his reach to get himself 
snugly ensconced therein. The present 
incumbent, another colored m an by the 
name of Huddleson, w¿s not prepared to 
give up his job. 
It looked like perfectly 
plain sailing, and Jacobs ought to have 
been satisfied, but he wasn’t. He wanted 
the glamour of some sort of an intrigue 
thrown over the affair; such a common­ 
place way of doing business was not at 
all to his taste. 
Yesterday morning when Huddleson, 
the present janitor, came to clean up 
Justice Austin's room, he discovered a 
note pasted upon the door calling atten­ 
tion to the fact that the dirt was not 
swept up clean, but simply hidden be­ 
hind the door in the hall and that the 
janitor should be made to do better 
work. It waB signed “ Chairman of the 
Board of Public W orks.” Captain Bar­ 
rett said that he had not written any 
such message and the thing began to 
look very mysterious. 
Later came a note to Chief Benedict 
sealed up in an envelope secured in the 
H k ra l d business office to the following 
effect: 
“ Chief Benedict: The Janitor 
who expect to leave hasn’t done any­ 
thing for the last few days by way of 
cleaning and w hat ever dirt he has clean 
up is all upt behind the door upstairs 
will you please see th a t he does his work 
while he receive pay. Yours bv 
A u st in , J u d g e .” 
“ I didn’t write it,” Baid Justice Aus­ 
tin, when the note was shown to him. 
“That is not my styie of spelling and 
punctuation.” 
Jacobs was immediately suspected and 
he was called into the office of the Chief 
and requested to w rite a note to him , 
asking for the place of janitor. 
The 
handwriting was found to be the same as 
th at used in the note to which Justice 
Austin’s nam e had been signed. The 
colored politician was forthwith arrested 
and the charge of forgery put on the 
books against his nam e. The case will 
come before Justice King.

N otw ithstanding the brightness of the 
w eather there was not a large attendance 
at the Agricultural Park yesterday after­ 
noon to witness the running combination 
w hich Miss Myrtie Peek, the renowned 
horsewoman, offered as an attraction to 
all adm irers of sport.

Sm ith,” and immediately behind her 
cam e a groom leading her famous rider­ 
less horse, “ Longview, the first event 
being a match for the best two heats 
out of three, once round the track. 
Owing to the outside track being in a 
very soft condition it was concluded to 
race on the inside course, which is some 
seventy feet shorter than a m ile, and 
this proved to be in a much better state 
than was anticipated.

H a rriso n says he believes in civil ser­ 
vice reform to the extent that it does not 
interfere with the interests of the Repub­ 
lican party. Had Mr. Cleveland adopted 
and acted npon that principle he would 
now be the President re-elect. He, how­ 
ever, acted npon his own declaration 
that a public office was a public trust, 
and that it was the duty of the Executive 
to carry ont the laws in their letter and 
spirit, whether his party suffered or not. 
Harrison intends to be wiser in his 
generation._________________ 


T h e execution of Prado in Paris yes­ 
terday seems to have been quite as sen­ 
sational as the crime for which he was 
guillotined. Prado murdered his mis­ 
tress under circumstances of great 
atrocity. His bearing during his trial 
was characterized by address and bra­ 
vado. The court-room was crowded with 
the most famous women of the demi 
monde at all stages of the proceedi gs, 
and Prado himself developed all the 
characteristics of a later Cagliostro. 


T h e telegraph brings a rumor of the 
resignation of William B. Strong, Presi­ 
dent of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railroad Company. The report 
denied by the Secretary, but there seems 
little donbt that very material changes 
are ahead for that corporation. 
Its pe­ 
cuniary complications, largely arising 
from the building of railways which were 
greatly in advance of the development of 
the country, are undoubtedly grave. 
The Santa Fe has been a great pioneer of 
progress in the history of the West 
and Southwest, and there would be gen 
eral regret at any serious reverse which 
it may encounter. There is a widely dif­ 
fused opinon that Jay Gould will figure 
in any reorganization of its management, 
and that for some time past he has 
marked it for his own. 


T h e last number of Puck contains an 
amusing cartoon, in which the friends of 
the Plumed Knight are represented as 
Blainiac White Cape. Whitelaw Reid is 
limned as nailing an ultimatum, orna­ 
mented by the skull and cross-bones, 
under Harrison's window, while the 
placard reads: “ We demand the first 
place in vonr Cabinet for Blaine, or we 
will smash your Administration.” The 
President-elect is pictured as surveying a 
great mob of White Caps from a partially 
opened shutter. The threat is abont the 
long and the short of the political situa­ 
tion. There will bo precious little left of 
the Harrison ventare if James G. 
neglected. Not, at the least, to tender 
him his choice of positions would be the 
prise ingratitude of the ages, and retri­ 
bution would be sudden and sharp. 


T rala RabblBf and a PrcvcEtlv*. 
The robbery of the express train a few 
days ago near Clipper Gap, on the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, has bronght this kind of 
depredation out of the wilds, as it were, 
into the midst of civilization. No one, 
who had not given a great deal of very 
intelligent thought to the “science” of 
train robbing, coaid have carried 
out the work so neatly as it was 
accomplished at Clipper Gap. In the 
first place 
the 
robbers 
selected 
their ground with great sagacity. 
Tue grade is so steep at that point that 
the train can be easily boarded. Then 
they must have had some means of ascer­ 
taining that there was enough treasure 
in the express car to pay for the risk. 
They had also studied ont all the 
peculiarities of make of the car, and 
knew just in what part of it the messen­ 
gers would be engaged about the time 
they made their appearance. 
With 
great foresight they provided themselves 
with rope ladders by which to effect 
their escape with the booty. Their plan 
was evidently carefully studied out in 
advance, and not a flaw seems to 
have 
been 
fonnd in it in its 
execution. 
This 
very 
neat 
job 
shows that train-robbing is being 
reduced to 
an 
exact 
art, 
and 
has become a matter of close study with 
the enterprising gentry who make it 
a profession. Had they been mere com­ 
mon robbers they would have made a 
bungle of it somewhere. But like true 
artists, from the time they raised the 
curtain until they jumped from the train 
and disappeared in the darkness, they 
played their idles with consummate 
ability. They seem to be doing as well 
in the after-piece as they did in the main 
drama, for so far they and their booty 
have eluded the keen search of a very 
distinguished corps of railroad and other 
detectives. 
The suceess of this train robbery will 
set the wits of ingenious men at work to 
devise some plan to make the car which 
conveys treasure absolutely safe. Sug­ 
gestions are now in order. How would 
it do to build the treasure cars on the 
plan of bank safes? They should be 
made perfectly bullet and burglar-proof. 
The messengers could be locked in and 
the doors provided with time locks that 
could only be opened when the train had 
reached its destination. In order to 
secure air and ventilation, pipes conld 
be carried to the roofs. With treasure cars 
built npon this plan the robbers could 
not get in, neither conld the messengers 
let them in. There are, of course, minor 
details to be provided to make the plan 
complete, bat these will suggest them­ 
selves. We merely give the grand out­ 
line of a thought which, if put into prac­ 
tical operation, might be worth hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to express com­ 
panies and other treasure carriers. 


One of the charmiog peculiarities of 
California politicians of all parties, is the 
intenee eagerness with which they each 
and severally, (or if they don’t their 
friends do) apply themselves to belittling 
each other. This State failed of its due 
recognition at the hands of President 
Cleveland because of this contemptible 
back-biting disposition. No matter what 
the standing of the Democrat who ar- 
ried at Washington might be, he dis­ 
covered when he got there that a highly 
spiced and aromatically flavored charac­ 
ter had preceded him. He was very 
well off if the line were simply drawn at 
horsethief. So disgusted was President 
Cleveland with all this business that the 
reception of the average Californian 
all 
through 
his term 
contiuued 
very equivocal. 
This whole thing 
was deplorable and shat California ont 
of her due meed of Federal recognition. 
There are not wanting signs that the 
same thing is being done now, this time 
to the detriment of the Republican poli­ 
ticians of eminence. California would 
in all likelihood get a cabinet appoint­ 
ment if it were not for this unfortunate 
tendency which her political birds have 
of foaling their own nests. Three men 
have been preeminently mentioned in 
connection with a cabinet position, viz. 
Morris M. Estee, John F. Swift and M 
H . De Young, the latter the editor and 
proprietor oi the Chronicle. We have no 
hesitation in saying that either of these 
gentlemen is np to the ordinary standard 
of a cabinet minister from any point 
of 
view. 
Estee is 
one 
of 
the 
most luminous and brilliant talkers 
of his party on this Coast, while Swift 
is a subtle and sagacious thinker, whose 
capacity for superior departmental work 
will be generally conceded by men of all 
parties. Mr. DeYonng is one of the 
great newspaper men oi the continent, 
and has few superiors anywhere ab 
man of affairs. Anyone of the three is 
worthy of a place in Gen. Harrison’e 
Cabinet; and if their friendB would get 
together and unite upon some one of 
them, California might hope to have a 
Cabinet minister. This ought to be done 
for the benefit of the section. 


T iie real estate sales during the past 
year foot up thns far the very respectable 
figure of some $02,000,0000. This is 
quite a creditable showing in view of the 
alleged fact that the “ boom” has been, 
aa asserted in the San Francisco and 
northern press, gathered as “an alms of 
oblivion into the wallet of time.” Last 
year the sales ran np to nearly one hun­ 
dred millions, bat that was the era of 
paper towns. There is no question that 
a large portion of the conveyances dar­ 
ing the current year represent the set­ 
tlement of past transactions. But that 
of itself is a very handsome indication. 
The paper town proposition has disap­ 
peared and values are now on a stable and 
legitimate basis which favor the buyer, a 
condition of things which will result in 
a a active real estate market. The build­ 
ing record in the city and county of Los 
Angeles during the past year is un­ 
precedented in volume, and exceeds that 
of the city and connty of Ban Francisco 
by fifty per eent. Many of the business 
edifices which have gone up during the 
year which is drawing to a close, like 
the Bryson-Bonebrake block, will com­ 
pare favorably with anything to be seen 
in New York or Chicago. 


T h e work outlined for itself by the 
Chamber of Commerce is a good one, and 
that body cught to be enlarged and ener­ 
gized. 
It should have a membership of 
at least one thousand, and in a population 
like that of Los Angeles there ought to 
be no difficulty in securing that num­ 
ber. With an initiation fee placed at $10 
and moderate monthly dues, the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce would then be in a posi­ 
tion to contribute very materially to 
advertising the attractions of this city. 
The right way to secare such a member­ 
ship would be to appoint a committee of 
leading citizens to make a house to 
house canvass, and a week ought to ac­ 
complish the thing. We are obliged to 
confess that in matters of this kind, we 
are away behind San Diego and other 
places of less than a fourth of our popula­ 
tion. In addition to scattering broad­ 
cast the city dailies, and other 
publications calculated to induce immi 
gration, some central station ought to 
be established where an exhibit could 
be made of onr oranges, lemons, wines, 
brandies and other products of the soil 
Many of the northern and central coun­ 
ties maintain special exhibits of tbeir 
specialties in San Francisco, and we 
ought at least do the same thing here. 


Anyone who goes along Montgomery 
street in the Golden Gate, would think 
that half the orange shipments of the 
State were made from regions which all 
combined have never sent a fall car-load 
East. Meanwhile, as an introduction to 
this new departure, the membership of 
the Chamber of Commerce onght to be 
bronght up to a fall thousand. 


T h e upe and downs of politics are well 
illustrated in the career of Thomas C. 
Piatt, of New York. 
Those who pay 
any attention to such matters remember 
that Platt resigned his seat in the United 
States Senate in 1881, when Roscoe 
Conkling declined to serve longer in that 
body on account of Garfield’s treachery 
to the Stalwarts. A universal howl of 
derision went up in consequence, and 
“ Me Too, Tom Platt,” became a bye- 
word with the newspapers that after­ 
wards flowered into the Mugwump vari­ 
ety. Platt braced himself, took all the 
ridicule and for several years past he has 
been tbe recognized Republican boss of 
the Empire State, and he is now spoken 
of as Harrison’s Secretary of the Treas- 
nry. Recognizing the fact that Conk­ 
ling is dead, Platt has made his peace 
with Blaine, and might be called a com­ 
bination of the Stalwart and the Half 
Breed. His success in asserting himself 
politically shows that the man who takes 
his rebuffs good-naturedly while sticking 
to his party has many chanceB of resur­ 
rection in American politics. Seven 
years ago any one who had predicted 
that Platt would ever figure again promi­ 
nently in the Republican party of New 
York would have l>een laughed at. 


T h e r e is no longer any donbt that 
Hon. S. M. White, of this city, will be 
re-elected President pro tern, of the 
Senate, and thus be continued as ex­ 
officio Lieutenar* Governor of California. 
The candidacy < i Senator Yell has not 
proved so formi able as his friends had 
expected. It would have been a very 
extraordinary th > og indeed if Mr. White’s 
special qualifies) ions for the post and 
notable party services had been over­ 
looked. A quite agreeable circumstance 
of the late election is that both Houses 
of the Legislature are Democratic. 
The Boston Commercial Bulletin's 
annual report of the wool market of the 
United States'shows that the present 
supply of wool is 62,000,000 pounds 
against 110,000,000 pounds at this date 
last year, or a shortage of 48,000.000 
pounds as compared with 1887. 


AMUSEMENTS. 
tl»e 
Anolber Im m ense Ilonsr 
O p e ra . 
II Trovatore attracted the most densely 
packed house of the season last night, 
nitwithstanding the full houses that pre­ 
ceded. The popularity of this opera was 
apparent by tbe manner in which it was 
received from first to last, the audience 
appreciating and applauding every aria 
that was sung. Miss Abbott, aB “Leo­ 
nora.” sustained the character with great 
acceptance, and was especially fiae in 
the wealth of musical gems that fall to 
her part in this piece. The scene at tbe 
tower was particularly impressive, and 
the duet between her and “M anrico,' ' 
which that most delightful of all of Ver­ 
di’s compositions occurs, was a triumph 
of vocal execution. Miss Abbott seems 
to have completely captured 
the 
musical ear of Los Angeles, for 
she was made to repeat all her fine 
passages last night. Mr. Montegriffu’a 
“ Manrico” was an effort of exceptional 
merit. His voice is capable of very 
sweet utterances, especially when the 
sentiment and the music combine in 
pathetic love scenes. 
Then there is a 
warmth of tone to his noteB and an ex­ 
pression of softness which gives a touch 
of coloring to his voice that is genial and 
sympathetic in the extreme. Mr. 
Pruette’s “Count di Luna was rendered 
with great strength, and he was 
vehemently encored on two occasions. 
Miss Annandale’s “Azucena” was also a 
very creditably executed role through­ 
out. 
The timbre of her voice, in which 
tears are made audible, is nicely adapted 
to the gloom and sorrow of the character 
she sustained. The chorus again won 
deserved encomiums last night, and 
was especially strong and successful in 
the anvil scene.

TACHED, 
And to acknowledge at tbe same time 
their frequent and encouraging manifes­ 
tations of personal friendliness.

know, too, that it would be profitable 
and advantageous to be even for a brief 
period within the inspiring influence of 
the atmosphere surrounding the patriotic 
and unselfish men banded together in 
the interests of their fellow countrymen 
and devoted to the work of Tariff Re­ 
form. This reform appears to me to be 
as far-reaching in its purposes 86 the des­ 
tiny of onr country, and as broad in its 
beneficence as the welfare of our entire 
people.

The President’s health was then drunk 
standing. 
SECRETARY FAIRCHILD 
Was then introduced, and in the course 
of his speech said: “The election has 
by no means decided the question of the 
tariff and tariff reform. The record of 
the late canvass brings high hopes for the 
future. We lost only in those places 
where the mind w sb dominated by pas­ 
sion ; where partisanship and blind 
prejudice of race and section overcame 
benevolence and love for the whole coun­ 
try. The tariff should be settled and re­ 
moved forever from the domain of poli­ 
tics, for it not only disturbs business but 
prevents the simple purpose of universal 
beneficence for which alone our Govern­ 
ment Í9 fitted. It converts our legislative 
halls into 
SCENES OF BARTER BETWEEN CONFLICTING 
INTERESTS, 
Where wrangles over means to enable 
men to get more and still more money 
from our citizens, becomes the chief 
characteristic of the people’s representa­ 
tives. 
How can this question be 
settled? 
The statement oi the prin­ 
ciples of the modern protective tariff 
shows it can be settled. It could even 
be embodied in the Constitution. We 
have but to provide that no articles 
which can be produced or made in this 
country shall be imported, or that they 
shall be subjected to a duty of say 1,00*0 
per cent, ad valorem. 
THIS WOULD SETTLE THE QUESTION 
And remove it forever from politics. 
This settlement, however, can only be 
had after the principal involved has 
been held naked before the people and 
approved by an overwhelming majority. 
Tnis question has not yet been so 
presented to the people, and the blam» 
for its non-presentment rests with those 
business men and manufacturers who 
will now complain that your agitation 
tends to disturb that, which, for their 
intetest ought to be settled. We are 
told that this modern tariff idea is 
popular in some Southern States, and 
that tbe party who advocates it will soon 
be strengthened by their support. This 
may or may not be true. If any of those 
States can be gained after argument 
fairly made, it must be remembered that 
many a Northern man most be released 
for broader thought and that the ex­ 
change thus made may be of advantage 
to the great cause.

This struggle has just commenced in this 
country, and those who delude them­ 
selves with the hope that it will be aban­ 
doned before the triumph of right over 
wrong are simply augmenting the weight 
of the blow that will inevitably fall upon 
them in tbe future. This is not a threat, 
but a friendly warning. The history of 
all movements for 
NECESSARY SOCIAL OK POLITICAL REFORMS 
Shows that they grow more radical by op­ 
position and delay, and it would be wise 
and patriotic on the part of our opponents 
to recognize the inevitable and accede to 
reasonable demands now, rather than be 
forced to accept harder terms hereafter. 
Ho far the sentiment is in favor of the 
reduction of taxation, and if it does not 
continue to be so the responsibility will 
rest solely on those who unreasonably 
oppose it. They alone can stop the agi­ 
tation or confine it within reasonable 
bounds by proper concessions to the de­ 
mands of the people. The result of the 
contest in which we are engaged is not 
in the least doubtful, and unless the evils 
of which we complain are removed 
which is not at all probable, 
THE AGITATION SHOULD GO RIGHT ON 
With increased vigor and force until the 
public judgment aud conscience refuse to 
justify or condone them. Nothing has 
yet occurred to weaken our faith in the 
justice of our cause or to abate our con­ 
fidence in its ultimate success. A single 
defeat, even if it had been sustained on 
the real merits of the controversy, ought 
not to discourage us. No just cause is 
lost so long as it has a single earnest ad­ 
vocate among the people. More than 
five and a-lialf millions of intelligent, 
patriotic Americans have attested their 
fidelity to the cause of revenue reform, 
under circumstances well calculated to 
test the sincerity of their opinions, and 
they will neither desert its standard nor 
make peace with the enemy until sub­ 
stantial justice is done.

Han F ra n c is c o , December 28.—The 
State Horticultural Society held its 
monthly meeting this afternoon. The 
discussion of the subject of sub-irrigation 
was continued. Several persons were 
proposed for membership, after which 
the subject of dried fruitb for the Paris 
Exhibition was brought up and some 
samples condemned. 
Leonard Coates, of Napa, speaking on 
tile drainage, commended the plan of 
building a pond on some property and 
letiing all the drains run into it, the 
water escaping by evaporation. 
Professor Hilgard said : In this State, 
where there is a light rainfall as com­ 
pared with parts of the East, where 
msited snow abo adds to the soil moist­ 
ure, there is also less need for a large 
pipe. In his judgment, a three-inch 
pipe is large enough for all general pur­ 
poses. Tile drainage will improve adobe 
more than most soils. 
Residents 
of Tulare and counties where there is 
deep, light soil, say seepage from drain­ 
ing or irrigating ditches to the injury of 
adjoining property was a matter that 
would in time come up for consideration 
in the Southern counties. Gilbert Tomp­ 
kins, of San Lorenzo, figured that land 
can be drained here at a cost of $65 per 
acre, using a three-inch pipe.

Off the Stocks. 


TH E VESUVIUS AND CHARLESTON. 


The ¡lighthouse Board W ants More 
Lights Along the Coast—A 
New Navy Yard.

P h il a d e l p h ia , 
December 
28.—The 
new dynamite cruiser Vesuvius which 
left Cramps’ shipyard 
yesterday for 
Delaware Bay, there to have a test of 
■peed, returned to the shipyard at 1 
o’clock this afternoon. The course in 
the bay where the trial was made was 
reached last evening before dark, and 
although the wind wus blowing a gale, 
the sea heavy and other disadvantageous 
conditions, the contractors concluded to 
have a trial before dark. 
The coarse of 
two miles was made in five minutes and 
fifty-four seconds, three seconds faster 
than the time fixed by the board as 
requisite to the rate of twenty knots. 
Another run was made in six minutes 
and twenty-one seconds, which was 
twenty-four seconds over time. 
The 
vessel then anchored off the John Light, 
all night, and this morning another trial 
was made. Daring the run however, 
one of the air pump levers broke and the 
last half of the knot was ran with only one 
engine. The time made was six minutes 
and eighteen seconds and the trial was 
then abandoned the Vesuvius returning 
to the city. 
Heavier air puaxp levers 
will he provided and another trial made 
as soon as they are fitted, probably on 
Thursday 
next. 
The 
horee-power 
developed at the time the air pump 
lever broke was 4,280.

The Charleston is the first ves­ 
sel of the new navy constructed on the 
Pacific Coast, and unusual interest is 
manifested by naval officers in regard to 
her speed and construction.

Commissioner 
Stockslager, 
of the 
General Land Office, has rejected the 
claim of the State of Colorado for lands 
selected by the State as indemnity for 
losses from the school grant by reason of 
school sections that are included in 
Indian reservations. The sections are 
embraced in certain lists transmitted to 
the Commissioner from the local offices 
at Pueblo, Leadville and Glenwood 
Springs, Colo., aDd cover 377,195acres of 
land. The ground of the rejection is 
that the lands were all selected in one 
body, which is not in conformity with the 
act of March 3, 1875, admitting Colorado 
into the Union. This act provides that, 
lands selected as indemnity for loss of 
granted school sections shall be “as con­ 
tiguous as may be to the land lost.” The 
rejected selections will be subject to 
settlement and entry. 


MORE EIGHTS ON T H E COAST. 
W h at tb e LIrIi iIiounr B oard Her- 
om m end» to be D one. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 28.—The an­ 
nual report of the Lighthouse Board to 
the Secretary of the Treasury to-day is 
made public. 
The Board renews the 
recommendation that proper steps be 
taken to prohibit tho establishment or 
maintenance of private lights and buoys 
in navigable waters of the United States, 
and that provision be made to enable 
the establishment of inexpensive and 
temporary lights in cases of exigency 
and pending action of Congress. It rec­ 
ommends that appropriations be made 
for the establishment of lighthouse de­ 
pots in the Ninth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth districts. Attention is 
called to the hampered condition in 
which the Board íb left by the provision 
of a law which requires it to accept the 
lowest bid to do work for which pro­ 
posals were advertised, no matter how 
unfit the bidder, or how impossible it 
may be for him to do good work, pro­ 
vided he can give a good bond, and it is 
recommended that this section of the 
Revised Statutes making this regulation 
be modified.

Finished. 


McAULIFFE IS KNOCKED OUT 


They Fought Twenty-four Rounds. 
When the Man and B rother Did 
the W hite Giant Up.

2 8 .—It is 
learned at the Department of State that 
the case of the brig Josefa against the 
Spanish Government for indignities, etc., 
alleged to have been imposed by the 
customs officers of Porto Rico, Jamaica, 
has been under investigation since July, 
1 8 8 7 , and since that time tke State De­ 
partment has been endeavoring to secure 
a remittance of the fine that had been 
placed on the vessel. The Spanish laws 
against smuggling provides that if a ves­ 
sel comes into a Spanish port with lees 
cargo on board than her manifest holds, 
she will be liable to a fine of $200 for 
every package missing. 
This ship’s 
manifest mentioned twenty packages of 
corn-starch that could not be found, and 
a fine of $ 4 ,0 0 0 was accordingly levied on 
her. It is customary to remit the fine if 
a reasonable excuse can be given, but in 
this case the missing packages could not 
by any explanation be accounted for. 
One defense was advanced that the 
goods had been put by mistake on the 
bark Josephus, which lay next to the 
Josefa in New York, bat the Department 
upon investigation of the oase learned 
that the Josephus had no corn-starch on 
board on that trip, and did not lay next 
to the Josefa in loading. 
In the corres­ 
pondence the officers of the Josefa ad­ 
mitted that the mistake may have been 
caused by earelen receipting for goods. 


CABINET 
Senator Teller replied: “There 
is a 
division of opinion.

Among other out of town visitors were 
ex-CongresBman White, of Kentucky, 
and Judge Holt, of Louisville. It is un­ 
derstood that they came to recommend 
and urge the consideration of Bradley’s 
name for a Cabinet portfolio.

with McAuliffe than any other man 
whom the latter had met of late, and also 
from the fact that the California Athletic 
Club had backed the winner of this 
match to fight any man in the world 
a purse of $6,000, having been put 
up for that purpose. 
Betting had been 
brisk during the week, McAuliffe being 
the favorite. The latter tipped the beam 
at 220 pounds, while Jackson weighed a 
little over 200. McAuliffe stood 6 feet 
, inches; Jackson 6 feet \% inches. 
Jackson had a better advantage in reach. 
Hiram Cook was referee; Barney Farley 
and Joe Bowers were McAuliffe’s sec­ 
onds ; Sam Fitzpatrick and Tom Meadows 
took care of Jackson. 
MCAULIFFE KNOCKED OUT. 
Jackson knocked McAuliffe out in the 
twenty-fourth round. 
DETAILS OF THE FIGHT. 
Time was called at 9 :25, and the men 
were greeted with great enthusiasm. 
THE FIRST ROUND. 
The men sparred cautiously at first, 
when McAuliffe led off with his right 
and caught Jackson lightly on the ear. 
This was followed by an interchange of 
sharp blows. 
McAuliffe made several 
heavy lunges and got in a good one on 
Jackson’s 
neck, 
which 
the 
latter 
countered. 
THE SECOND ROUND 
McAuliffe led off with his left, but fell 
short. 
Jackson returned with his right 
and caught McAuliffe well 
on 
the 
breast. 
Some hot in-fighting and sev­ 
eral clinches followed. 
Jackson next 
struck McAuliffe on the ear and caused 
tbe blood to flow. The round was gen­ 
erally in Jackson’s favor. 
THE SEVENTH ROUND. 
The men retained the utmost good 
humor, and would smile every time an 
advantage was gained by either. In this 
round McAuliffe got in a swinging blow 
on Jackson’s cbin, which the latter re­ 
turned. 
THE EIGHTH ROUND. 
The 
men opened lively. Jackson 
caught McAuliffe in the wind twice and 
was apparently directing his blows to 
that spot. Jackson continued to force 
his adversary around the ring and had 
by far the best of the ronüd. 
THE NINTH ROUND. 
Jackson had the best of the fight so far. 
He continued 
to drive his right at 
McAuliffe’s head, but the blows were 
light. 
THE TENTH ROUND. 
Jackson again forced the fighting and 
pounded McAuliffe several times. The 
atter returned them and caught JackBon 
on the neck, which caused the colored 
man to slip to the floor. 
THE ELEVENTH ROUND. 
McAuliffe’s eyes were beginning to 
puff up slightly, and his ear was still 
bleeding. 
Jackson appeared none the 
worse. 
THE TWELFTH ROUND. 
Both men evidently were getttng a 
little tired, and hardly a pass was made 
by either throughout the round. 
THE TH1KTEKNTH ROUND. 
This was a repetition of the last. 
THE FOURTEENTH ROUND. 
Jackson caught McAuliffe lightly on 
the chin, and again in the throat, the 
the latter knocking him against the 
ropes. 
THE FIFTEENTH ROUND. 
Jackson 
forced 
the fighting and 
sounded McAuliffe on the ribs and gave 
rim one hard one in the nose, which he 
followed op with several others. 
THE EIGHTEENTH ROUND. 
Jackson gave McAuliffe a terrific one 
in the ribs, which sent him lightly to the 
floor. When he arose Jackson forced 
him into a corner and pounded him in 
the head unmercifully. 
He managed, 
however, to stand up under the blows 
until the call of time saved him from a 
fall. 
THE NINTERNTH ROUND.

Jackson succeeded in getting McAuliffe 
against the ropes where he again rained 
blows on his head, but failed to get a 
knock down. 
“ Mac” did very little but 
make an attempt to defend himself. 
THE TWENTIETH ROUND. 
Jackson got in a dozen terrific blows in 
rapid succession and kept the big man 
moving all over the ring. 
THE TWENTY FIRST ROUND. 
McAuliffe came up at the call of time 
looking considerably worBe for the severe 
pounding. 
He led out several times, but 
seemed unable to reach Jackson. 
THE TWENTY-SECOND ROUND. 
Jackson struck McAuliffe a terrible 
blow in the month, which he followed up 
with three others. McAuliffe was be­ 
ginning to stagger and was over tbe 
ropes when time was called. 
THE TWENTY-THIRD ROUND. 
Jackson forced McAuliffe from one 
c rner to another and struck him several 
savage blows in the face, which caused 
blood to flow freely. 
THE TWENTY-FOURTH ROUND. 
Jackson rusbed tbe fight very hard, 
and placed several smashing blows on 
the Californian’s face. 
He again got 
him in a corner and sent in three terrific 
blows, the last of which canght “Mac” 
squarely in the mouth, aud sent him 
down in a heap in the corner. 
TEN SECONDS WERE COUNTED 
Off, but the Californian failed to rise, 
and amid great cheering on the part of 
U.e spectators, Jackson was declared the 
winner. 
“ Mac” was carried to his cor­ 
ner by his seconds and revived in a mo­ 
ment.

PRODO GUILLOTINED AT PARIS. 


Leoig Sins Hragrd at San Fran­ 
cisco—Both Meet their Fate with 
Fortitude to the Last. 


| Associated Press Dispatches to the Hskald.1 
Paris, December 28.—Prado, the mur­ 
derer of Marie Augent&nt, hiw. mistress, 
January 14, 1886, was guillotined this 
morning in the Place da la Rouquette. 
He preserved a firm demeanor to the 
last, and refused to confess. He declined 
the services of the chaplain. 
An immense crowd collected outside 
the prison last night and remained until 
Prado had been executed. The rabble 
spent the time in singing comic songs 
and amusing themeelves in boisterous 
ways. Prado slept well until 6 o’clock. 
He protested innocence of the murder of 
Marie Augentant to the last and declared 
against the injustice of this world. He 
refused to disclose his real name. When 
the jailers came to pinion his limbs he 
offered no resistance; while they were en­ 
gaged in this operation he shed 
one tear. The sight of the guil­ 
lotine appeared to hypnotise him. 
The execution was witnessed by 200 
artists, newspaper men, actors, lawyers 
and politicians who possessed influence 
sufficient to obtain admission within the 
sentry lines to the Place de la Rouquette. 
In fifty seconds after his appearance at 
the prison gate 
HIS BLEEDING HEAD LAY IN A BASKET. 
In front of the prison where the exe­ 
cution took place were found a group of 
men among whom were seen some of the 
most distinguished men in France. Near 
a line of trees on the upper side of the 
path stood Mounet Sully, of the Comedie 
Francaise; near him Armand Sylvestre 
and Henri Rochefort; Alphonse Daudet 
was said to be present. 
Prado, in walking from the prieon to 
the guillotine, 
SHOWED NO SIGNS OF FEAR. 
His arms were tightly pinioned behind 
his back. His heavy locks, seen to such 
advantage in the court-room, were gone. 
His apparel seemingly consisted of a 
heavy woolen undershirt and dark trou­ 
sers. The shirt had been roughly cut 
away from about bis neck and shoulders. 
In front of the guillotine the board stood 
upright to the height of five feet. As 
Prado neared the board 
A MOST DREADFUL SERIES OF INCIDENTS 
Followed each other with the rapidity of 
lightning. Four burly men dressed in 
blouses of blue and white striped 
ducking, who had not been seen 
before, sprang forward, seized the 
oondemned man, hurled him onward 
against the upright board, flung 
themselves upon him, and by their 
weight bore the struggling victim face 
downward to the top of the low platform 
that the board worked on, on a swivel and 
ran on rollers. In an instant it had been 
wheeled forward nntil the 
NECK WAS UNDER THE GLISTENING KNIFE. 
Deibler, who had stood like a man of 
stone at the right of the guillotine dur­ 
ing all this terrible scene, now reached 
forward and fixed a wooden collar over 
the back of the prisoner’s neck. Then 
the knife sprung and the keen steel 
struck the neck as it might have collided 
with a rubber car spring. It went 
through, and the head of Prado lay 
among the shavings beyond. 
JLEONG SING RANGES. 
H aw tbe H ighbinder Stolidly Faced 
HU Fate. 
San F rancisco, December 28.—Leong 
Sing was hanged in the County Jail to­ 
day for the murder of his uncle nearly 
three years ago. During the past few 
days the condemned man had exhibited 
the most stolid indifference to his fate 
and even up to within a few hours of his 
execution would not believe that he was 
to die. His cell mates were two iellow- 
countrymen and last night they made 
every effort to impress upon his mind 
the fact that 
THIS WOULD BE HIS LA8T DAY ON EARTH. 
The condemned Chinaman arose early 
this morning and ate a hearty breakfast. 
He was removed to a cell near the gal­ 
lows about 9 o’clock and made a request 
to be left alone a few moments, which 
was denied. He seemed to realize this 
morning that he would have to die, but 
it did not appear to cause him any 
anxiety whatever. 
HE 'REFUSED TO EMBRACE TUB CHRISTIAN 
1VIJ d 
RELIGION 
And would have nothing to say to the 
priest who called upon him. But little 
interest was taken in the execution and 
the crowd in the jail was small. 
Leong Sing was led out of his cell at 
12 o’clock, and in a few minutes every­ 
thing was ready and the trap was sprung. 
The murderer died without a struggle. 
He K illed HU W ife W blle Drunk, 
But Died Game. 
W in n ipe g, December 28. — Webb 
Brandon, the wife murderer, was haDged 
this morning. He displayed great forti­ 
tude on the scaffold.
